TREATED SEED PRECAUTION 

Although it is well known that 
treated seed must not be sold ns 
commercial grain, many farmers 
do not realize how little is re¬ 
quired to contaminate a large 
volume of clean grain. 

According to J: B. Gurba, Super¬ 
visor of Crop Protection and Pest 
Control Control with the Alberta 
Plant Industry Division, it takes 
only one bushel of treated seed to 
contaminate several thousand 
bushels of clean grain. The same 
ratio applies to grain kernels. 

"" Trt ■ 1964, rrwr 960 c a rlo a ds of 
Canadian Grain were condemned 
because of contamination. Also, 
two Alberta farmers were fined, 
und one grain buyer was fired, be¬ 
cause they had contributed to 
grain contamination. 

What is the safe feeding level 
for treated grain is a question 
often asked by farmers. There is 
no “safe” level, says Mr. Gurba. 
Although, when sufficiently dilut¬ 
ed, it may not harm livestock or 
poultry, but how about human 
food? At the recommended rate 
of application, says Mr. Gurba, 
treated cereal seed carries 20 to 
30 iparts per million (p.p.m.) of 
mercury or 500 to 900 p.p.m. of a 
wireworm insecticide, neither o f 
which are allowed by law in dairy 
products, meat or eggs. 

Although the danger of con la¬ 
minating livestock products from 
mercurials should not be minimiz¬ 
ed, the hazard is even greater in 
I he case of wireworm treated seed. 
Seed treated with aldrin, heptaeh- 
lor, or lindane would need to be 
diluted about 10.000 times for 
“safe” feeding. Obviously, dilution 
on this scale is neither feasible 
nor practical. As Mr. Gurba says, 
the only sensible and realistic 
thing to do with treated seed is 
to plant it or to store it in a safe 
place for seeding next year. 

The message and responsibility 
should be clear to all concerned! 
A little extra care used in prevent¬ 
ing treated seed from spilling on 
the ground, in th e storage of 
treated grain as well as In clean¬ 
ing out aeed bins, truck boxes, and 
grain augers eould prevent serious 
problems later on.
